TWO WEEKS TO REQUEST HEARING
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Comes Northern Kentucky Community Action Commission, Inc. (“NKCAC™), by
counsel, and hereby moves the Commission for an extension of time of two weeks, until January
21, 2005, within which to request a formal hearing in this matter.

As grounds for this motion, NKCAC states that its executive director, Brian Angus, has
been unable to review the responses to the data requests served by Union, Light, Heat, and Power
Company (“the Company”) and has been unable to consult with the board of directors of
NKCAC about whether to request a hearing due to the sudden and untimely death of his brother
in Massachusetts. Due to family obligations related to the death of his brother, Mr. Angus has
been away from his office for much of the latter part of December and has just returned to work.

In addition, a meeting has been scheduled between NKCAC and the Company for
January 19, 2005, in which substantive discussions are expected to occur concerning NKCAC’s
involvement in the Company’s various DSM programs. It is possible that this meeting could

result in a resolution of the outstanding issues and prevent the need for a formal hearing in this



matter.
For the foregoing reasons, NKCAC respectfully moves the Commission for an extension
of time of two weeks, until January 21, 2005, within which to request a formal hearing in this

matter.
